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Longest Speech Thus Far 
To Be Delivered as Pres- 
ident of Chile Plans 
Elaborate Luncheon.

U. S. S. Maryland, En Route to 
Valparaiso, Chile, December 9.—Her- 
bert Hoover is ending the first lap of 
his Latin American good-will tour 
more satisfied than ever that he de- 
cided to devote his spare time before 
his inauguration to gaining personal 
acquaintance with the people and 
problems of other American republics. 

The program which he has carried 
out on the west coast of the Ameri- 
cas is as strenuous as those he fol- 
lowed in his campaign, but he finds 
himself in fine physical condition and 
eazer for calls upon the “A. B. C.” 
nations. These begin tomorrow with 
the arrival of the Maryland at Val- 
paraiso and end about ten days hence 
at Rio de Janeiro, when he will start 
homeward by way of Havana. 

Two Days in Santiago. 

“(r. Hoover will spend a night and 
most of two days at Santiago where 
he will be greeted by President Ibanez 
and, at a luncheon in his honor, will 
exchange greetings between the -people 
of Chile and those of the United 
States 

This speech will be the longest that 
Mr. Koover has made on his tour and 
under present arrangements both 
speeches will be broadcast ‘in the 
United States, being transmitted on 
short wave lengths from Santiago to 
New York. It will then be broadcast 
by the same system used in sending 
the acceptance speech of the president- 
elect to all English speaking coun-

Wales Nears London as 

Sovereign Lingers; Pa- 
pers Announce Ruler Has 
Disquieting Day. _ 


London, December 10.—(Monday.) 
(United News.)—King George’s condi- 
tion at an early hour today was “not 
momentarily “critical but undoubtedly 
things are very bad, as the evening 
bulletin shows,” a spokesman at Buck- 
ingham palace told the United News. 

The spokesman said everything was 
quiet in the sickroom and that physi- 
c‘ans had not been summoned to the 
palace again. Sir Stanley~~ Hewett 
was in attendance during the night. 

The Daily Mail said that the king 
passed a “disquieting” day Sunday 
and that his temperature was fairly 
high. ‘The king’s strength was con- 
stantly taxed, the newspaper said. 

The Daily Express quoted an “emi- 
nent physician” as saying the night 
bulletin was not “hopefui—in fact, 
very much the opposite.” 

Depends On Constitution, 

The whole question now is the abili- 
ty «° the king’s constitution and his 
syste i generally to recover, the physi- 
cian said. If, at this stage, the king 
is beginning to become exhausted and 
the fever continues, it makes the out- 
look serious, indeed, he added. 

At 3 a. m., the United News was 

‘ormed at Buckingham palace that 
“the king has had some sleep during 
the night and his condition ls unh- 
changed.” 

Fog blanketed Buckingham palace 
again tonight and it was understood 
that the special apparatus to remove 
dampness from the air was installed in 
t)» king’s bed-chamber again. _ 

The “exhaustion” mentioned in to- 
day’s bulletin, coming at the end of 
the nineteenth day of his majestys 
illness, indicated that the persistent 
f--er had extracted a heavy toll from 
the kings’ strength. st

Your distinguished father, Joseph 
Pulitzer, was for many years one of 
the leading figures in the journalism 
of the United States and left his pub- 
lications strongly marked with the 
furce of his own character when he 
handed them down to those who are 
worthily carrying on the various enter- 
prises which he had built up.

“My ability to keep well has not 

been due to particularly robust consti- 


Continued on Page 2, Column 3, 


BRANDON MURDER 


Death of Prominent Un- 
dertaker Mystery After 
One Week of Tireless 
Work by Detectives. 


One week has elapsed since Robert 
M. Brandon, prominent undertaker, 
was mysteriously shot to death while 
driving his motor car through cown- 
town streets.

run down scores of clues and The Con- 
stitution has offered a reward of $500 
for information furnished the newspa- 
per which will‘lead to the arrest and 
Cc mviction of the murderer, no trace of 
him has been found. 

“We are still hard at work on the 
case,” Chief of Detectives A. Lamar

Brandon case have been solved and ] 
do not diubt but that sooner or later 
we will .ave the murderer of the un- 
dertaker im toils.” 

No claimants have come forward to 
seek the reward offered by The Con- 
stitution. One woman, who withheld 

‘ name, telephoned to say she had 
an intuition that the slayer of “Bran- 
don .as a woman, garbed as a man 
to aid her flight and conceal her iden- 
tity.” When asked what she based 
this opinion on the mysterious tele- 
phone caller said no other than a 
“woman’s intuition.” The police have 
been working on the theory that Bran- 
don was slain because of a woman, 

“Though we have been following the 
theory of jealousy we have not over- 
looked other causes,” Chief Poole said 
Sunday night. “There are many _ pos- 
sible motives but we think the most 
pro. ble is jealousy.” 

Detectives assigned to the homicide

Political Revision. 

“Congressional revision of the tariff 
means political revision. Whatever 
limitations Speaker Longworth and 
other leaders of the house may seek 
to impose upon their colleagues, it is 
inevitable that every senator and every 
congressman will try to get somethilg 
at looks like it will benefit their 
states and districts. To secure this 
they will support the proposals of oth- 
er senators and congressmen.

POLICE RADIO PLAN 
FAVORED BY Griltt 


Various Members of Po- 
lice Committee Approve 
System if Investigation 
Shows it Feasible. 


Chief of Police James L. Beavers 
and three other members of the po- 
lice committee of city council Sun- 
day night were on\ record as fayoring 
installation of a radio system to as- 
sist in apprehending criminals in At- 
lant;:. if investigation of the phenomi- 
nal results obtained in Detroit shows 
the plan feasible and practicable here. 

In addition to Chief Beavers, Coun- 
e’men C. J. Vaughan, of the fourth; 
James T. Ozburn, of the seventh, and 
Frank H. Reynolds, of the eighth, had 
joined Alderman J. Charles Murphy, 
of the eleventh ward, and chairman 
of the police committee, and Mayor 
I. N. Ragsdale, who Saturday declar- 
ed every reasonable measure should 
be adopted to protect the lives and 
property of law-abiding citizens of 
Atlanta. 

Experience at Detroit has been that 
arrests have been made at an average 
of 77 seconds from the time informa- 
tion has been flashed from a depart- 
mental broadcasting station to cruis- 
i:g automobiles equipped with loud- 
speakers and tuned in with the police 
department station. 

Hundreds of arrests are being made 
through this medium where, before 
the radio was resorted to, the offend- 
ers would escape before officers could 
arrive at the scene of the crime. 

Alderman Murphy announced Satur- 
day that he would go into the matter 
with a view of establishing a similar 
system in Atlanta if it is feasible and 
practical. 

Chief Beavers Sunday night stated 
he would take the matter up with po- 
lice authorities at Detroit immediate- 
ly, and would be in a position to :, 2ak 
authoritatively on the subject within 
the next few hours. 

“If the plan is successful, it must 
certainly be adopted by the Atlanta 
department,” Chief Beavers said. “The 
cost would be almost negligible, if we 


could establish a short wave length 
station which would be effective. Sev- 
eral months ago, I became interested 
in such a system, but at the time it 
was not a success in other cities. If, 
however, it has been perfected, At- 
lanta should avail herself of the most 
modern and scientific method of com- 
batting the eriminal element.”

Washington, December 9.—(2)—

matie relations between Paraguay and 
Bolivia, 8 Pan-American conference 
for the conclusion of multilateral 
treaties of arbitration and conciliation 
embracing all American republics will 
open here tomorrow. 

Nineteen Latin American republics 
and the United States will take part 
in the conference. Argentina alone 
will not be present, her government 
deciding at thé Ast minute to adopt 
an attitude of watchful-aloofness on 
the proceedings. The delegates of 
Paraguay and Bolivia, despite their 
countries’ dispute, will sit in the con- 
gress. 

The conference will attempt to draw 
up a treaty whereby as great a num- 
ber as possible of international dis- 
putes would have to be settled by arbi- 
tration. The proposed cempact’s ob- 
ject will be to restrict to its narrow- 


est limit the number of exceptions 

which countries can place on the prin- 

ciple of compulsory arbitration.

those early days, seemed to get per- 
sonal enjoyment out of the visit of 
the foreign air representatives, who 
have taken up aviation work he start- 
ed and carried to the four corners of 
the globe. 

Smiling and chatting freely, with 
the distinguished visitors, the man, 
whom the world now recognizes as a 
genius, enjoyed incidents from the 
early history of aviation, as they were 
recalled by some of the delegates at 
a reception tonight.

There are certain ad- 
dresses which the president must 
make, certain appeals to which he 
may respond, like this one which you 
have made to me. But in the vast 
majority of cases he must and should 
dechine, 


“It is, of course, obvious that the 
president should not burden himself 
with details. Those should be attend- 
ed to by his departments and his of- 
fice staff. He should not do any 
work that he can have done by oth- 
ers. Such energy as he has should 
be directed not so much towards do- 
ing work as making certain that the 
work is being well done. 


Mayflower Not Adequate. 


“There is, however, one thing which 
the government could do, which, I 
think, would be of great physical as- 
sistance to the president. Washing- 
ton is practically at sea level. Its 
climate is an exceedingly good-all-the- 
year-round climate, but at times the 
humidity is high and, unrelieved, it 
becomes monotonous. The only ave- 
nue of escape for the president is the 
naval boat Mayflower. This is a reg- 
ular naval craft used for the training 
of seamen, like any other craft, but 
it is kept stationed in the’navy yard 
in Washington and is fitted up for 
the use of the president whenever he 
may desire to go aboard. The handi- 
cap about the Mayflower is that it 
must necessarily go down the Poto- 
mac, which is a change of view and 
of considerable relief, but affords no 


-change in altitude and very little in 


climatie conditions. 

“The movements of the president 
are a very pondero. operation. When 
(ae president moves it is an event. A 
large retinue follows, and extensive 
preparations have to be made in ad- 
vance for his reception and care. The 
only place he can enter without con- 
siderable preliminary disturbance is 
the white house. 

First Lady’s Responsibilities. 

“For these reasons it seems to me 
that some place should be provided in 
the hills within easy striki¥: distance 
of Washington where the president 
mig. go for two or three days at a 
time when he was so disposed with 
eonvculiences for entertaining members 
of the government and other guests. 
where he could have that freedom of 
action which he ha. only at the white 
house, and where he could get a com- 
plete change of atmosphere. 


“While I have made no mention of 

e mustress of the white house, she is, 
of course, to be considered. The pub- 
lie little understands the very exacting 
duties that she must perform and the 
restrictive life that she must lead.

This is a silk—real 
cial—age. Almost every garment 
worn by women is made of one or 
another kind of ‘“‘silk.”’ 

The hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars spent annually for silk hosiery 
attests the fact. . 

The servant maid is just as par- 
ticular about her silk stockings as is 
the fandlady who employs her. 

No community is too remote for 
the women of that community to 
wear silks, from stockings up. 

But these facts, coupled with 
rapid development of plants for the 
manufacture of rayon, lustrous and 
other artificial silk fabrics, made 
from linters and also from the regu- 
lation staples, should not lessen the 
activities to find more uses for cot- 
ton, and to bring back into popular 
use garments made from cotton 
fabrics. The increase in Sales of 
the latter has been marked in 1928, 
due to the acceptance by the pro- 
fessional style experts, and by lead- 
ing merchants in all the larger cities 
: and featuring cotton 
garments. They are just as beauti- 
ful, more comfortable, more serv- 
iceable and less expensive than silk 
garments. A recent “cotton gar- 
ment show” held in Athens demon- 
strated that cotton fabrics can be 
made into the most stylish and most 
becoming skirts, waists, coats, and 
so on. 

This fine service, inaugurated by 
the Textile Institute of America, 
should not be slowed down in the 
slightest degree by the belief that 
artificial silk made from cotton will 
solve the surplus problem. Nor 
should farmers be led astray by the 
statement, however gratifying in 
general it may be. There should be 
no movement toward increased cot- 
ton acreage in 1929. 

Looking at the situation cold- 
bloodedly we must not overlook the 
fact that while cotton is being made 
into artificial silk, there is also a 
far-progressed undertaking to find 
a substitute for cotton. 

Reports from London of the de- 
velopment of a substitute for cot- 
ton furnishes a good reason why 
southern farmers should be getting 
away from their old one-crop idea. 
It may be several years will elapse 


?. before the use of the new product 


will make serious inroads upon the 
cotton industry of this country. 

Nevertheless, it will be well for cot- 
ton growers to begin now to plan 
against the day.

TURNING WASTES INTO PROFITS. 


The United States bureau of 
standards, which is a part of the 
department of commerce activities, 
is engaged in an extensive research 
program with the object of finding 
uses for the waste products of ag- 
riculture. 

One of the many undertakings 
at the present time is of peculiar 
interest to the south. 

The Alabama Polytechnic insti- 
tute and the University of Alabama, 
cooperating through the Alabama 
industrial development board, have 
arranged to work with the national 
bureau of standards in the erection 
and gperation of a small factory in 
which experiments can be made on 
the recovery of xylose from cotton 
seed bran and peanut hulls, on a 
Semi-commercial scale. The plant 
is now under construction at An- 
niston, Ala. 

In this plant xylose, a rare sugar, 
at present selling for about $1 a 
pound but possessing properties 
which ought to make it a desirable 
material for use in the food, textile 
and leather industries, may soon be 
recovered on a commercial scale 
and marketed at a price of perhaps 
50 cents a pound.

The Famous 
Plan Z. 


The city council of Paris is occu- 
pying itself these days with a sort 
of debate that is not likely to occur 
among New York’s fathers. The ques- 
tion that agitates the emotions and 
that makes the ink fly in the Paris 
papers is the famous plan Z. What is 
plan Z? Simply the secret plan pre- 
pared for the Seine city in the event 
of a communist uprising. Full details 
of this secret plan were divulged re- 
cently by Senator Henri de Jouvenel 
in his monthly magazine, Revue des 
Vivants. In case of a communist coup, 
Paris, under the provisions of this 
plan, is to be evacuated by the gov- 
ernment.

Then the government hopes to see the 
reds get embroiled among themselves, 
as was the case in 1871 during the 
commune, and nermit them to decimate 
their ranks. When this has been ac- 
complished the army returns from 
Versailles and cleans up the rest of 
the revolutionaries. In the city coun- 
cil, members expressed grave dissatis- 
faction over the plan that leaves Paris 
unprotected. Rut the most turbulent 
session was that when speakers in- 
quired how the secret defense system 
came to leak out.

Editor Constitution: It is de- 
plorable that a city of the _ size 
and national importance of At- 
lanta should be the laughing 
stock of the country in the mat- 
ter of its traffic law enforcement, 
or rather, lack of enforcement. 

This matter was recently 
brought to the attention of the 
honorable mayor and city council, 
by the Atlanta Safety council, a 
worthy organization working for 
the protection of life and limb of 
our citizens. Constructive criti- 
cism by the Safety council was re- 
sented by the honorable mayor and 
his staff. The mayor even re- 
fused the invitation to attend the 
weekly luncheon meeting of the 
Safety council last Wednesday, 
when invited in order to discuss 
the question of traffic law en- 
forcement. 

Every one who drives a car 
in Atlanta knows that the traffic 
laws and regulations are not en- 
forced. No one pays much atten- 
tion to the parking laws on the 
downtown streets. The speed 
laws are not enforced. Every 
day you can see ears drive 
through red traffic lights and get 
away with it. Glaring  head- 
lights at night, and in some cases, 
no headlights at all, are the cause 
of many accidents. In short, we 
all violate the traffic laws every 
day, because everyone else oes, 
and because we know these laws 
are not being enforced, and no 
penalty is attached to their vio- 
lation.

Application of a “parking rule” es- 
tablished in 1871 by a court decision 
rendered in the Montgomery county 
court and sustained by the supreme 
court of Pennsylvania is benig con- 
sidered by the Pennsylvania depart- 
ment of highways. Although this 
opinion was given in the days of horse 
and earriage, rather than “horse- 
less carriages,” it is believe the lat- 
ter come within its scope. 

The opinion follows: 


“The public possesses, in a pub- 
lic highway, the right of transit 
and of transit only. The use, by 
every citizen of »ublic ways. must 
be a use appropriate to the pur- 
pose for which they are intended, 
that is of transit; with such stop- 
pages as business necessity, acci- 
dent, or the ordinary exigencies 
of travel, either in vehicles or on 
foot, may require. I will illus- 
trate; if one of you, for the pur- 
poses of a social visit, place your 
carriage before a door where it 
remained in the way while you 
enjoyed your social intercourse 
within, this not being such a stop- 
page as is required by the neces- 
sities of business, accident or the 
exigencies of travel, such occupa- 
tion of the highway by the car- 
riage would be an obstruction of 
it, that is, would constitute a 
nuisance. If however, you drove 
to a store, and left your wagon in 
the highway before it, for the time 
necessary to unload the freight 
you had hauled for the store, or to 
load the purchases you had there 
made, such occupation of the pub- 
lic highway growing out of the 
business necessities of the occas- 
ion, and continued only so long 
as was. reasonably necessary 
would be lawful. It is upon this 
general principle that the _ infa- 
mous habit of corner’ lounging, 
when not prohibited by special lo- 
cal legislation is_ illegal. The 
loungers who occupy the public 
highway are, while lounging, not 
using it for the purpose of pas- 
sage, and are therefore obstruc- 
tions of the public right of way 
—that is, nuisances. These are 
the general principles of the 
law.” 


The foregoing is from the charge of 
the trial judge to the jury. The su- 
preme court, after quoting the above, 


made this comment: 


“The general charge of the 
learned judge was so lucid in its 
presentation of the law and facts 
to the jury in the case that it 
needs no discussian—and we af- 
firm this case upon the charge, 
with a single qualification of a 
matter introduced by way of il- 
lustration, viz.: that the carriage 
of a visitor to the house of a 
friend left standing on the street 
is a nuisance. It may become, 
but is not a nuisance per se, and 
this we presume is what the 
learned judge meant, but his lan- 
guage might be misconstrued.”

In Minnesota in five years for ‘23 
to ’27 412 girls and 196 boys 15 to 
19 years of age died of tuberculosis. 


Nearly three to one. 

Why should girls in their ’teens be 
nearly twice as susceptible to tuber- 
culosis as are boys in the whole coun- 
try and nearly three times as suscepli- 
ble in Minnesota? 

We can only speculate about that. 
I quoted here recently some specula- 
tions of Dr. Adolphus Knopf, one of 
the foremost authorities on tubercu- 
losis. He cited as factors the use of 
rouge and lipstick by schoolgirls, and 
I think he is right about that, but he 
went on to blame the flimsy and in- 
sufficient clothing they wear nowa- 
days, and I am sure he is wrong about 
that. The paint gets in its deadly 
work in this way: If a moron—you 
know a moron is an individual with 
the mental capacity of a normal child 
of 12 years—deceives herself that she 
can paint a picture of health in a few 
minutes, and that this chromo she 
paints fools anybody else or everybody 
more or less, why, 
bright she will quite naturally reason 
that she is getting by, and what's the 
use of bothering about the rules of 
health or the laws of hygiene or any- 
thing when'one gets by so easily. 

Besides ignoring or neglecting the 
rules of health or the laws of hygiene, 
which is a rather foolish sort of gam- 
bling for anybody who must live in 
contact with the dumb race, the girl 
who relies on rouge and lipstick is 
pretty likely to be blind to any falling 


‘off or failing in her own health; she 


simply doubs on a heavier coat of 
paint or powder or resorts to more 
powerful dope of one kind or another, 
and lets everything slide. She even 
looks with a degree of pity upon the 
poor simpletons who go to so much 
trouble about their swimming, gym- 
nasium work or other physical edu- 
cation, and she feels a kind of scorn 
for the boobs who think they must 
get into bed at a reasonably early 
hour nights, and all that. 

Dr. Knopf does cite some other phy- 
sician’s opinion as tending to support 
the view that insufficient clothing is a 
factor in the undue prevalence of tu- 
berculosis among girls. I am quite 


certain he cannot find any scientific | 


evidence that insufficient clothing, or 
exposure to cold, renders anyone more 
susceptible to any disease. I have 
recommended a suitable iodin ration 
for Dr. Knopf. It seems to me he is 
in danger of going stale. 

Every schoolboy or schoolgirl who 
“is not strong” or seems “anemic” or 
“nervous,” or remains constantly un- 
derweighbt or complains much of be- 
ing tired, or cherishes any fancied 
“weakness” that interferes with phy- 
sical education, should have a proper 
physical examination (of course with 
chest bared), and a Pirquet tubercu- 
lin test, and if the tuberculin test 1s 
positive, then an X-ray picture of 
the lungs. The majority of cases of 
tuberculosis begin in the ‘teens, and 
only by these methods can physicians 
recognize these cases in their incipien- 
cy, when the natural tendency of the 
disease is toward recovery—provided 
the patient has intelligent care.

Timothy in 17? 

St. Paul says: ‘But the Lord stood 
by me and strengthened me; that 
through me the message might be 
fully proclaimed and that all the 
Gentiles might hear; and I was de- 
livered out of the mdouth of the 
lion.” 

He here adopts the manner and 
language of the Old “Testament 
prophets, who occasionally expressed 
their vivid consciousness of God's 
protecting presence by declaring that 
He was standing by their side. The 
“mouth of the lion” carries on the 
description and symbolizes the ex- 
treme pbysical danger from which the 
apostle was rescued. 

Some interpreters of his life think 
that after his first acquittal he de- 
cided to journey in the direction of 
Spain, so that the Gentiles of the 
then distant west might hear his 
Gospel. But it is more in keeping 
with the facts of his career to sup- 
pose that he anticipated the oppor- 
tunity which a rehearing of his case 
in Rome would afford. 

On the whole, the saying is best 
related to his release and the open- 
ings it gave him to complete his task 
of evangelization. Additional com- 
ments on this passage are that the 
lion from whose mouth he was saved 
was Nero, or else bitter enemies of 
the apostle or even Satan himself.

Cork: Ireland’s Southern Gateway 


“Cork, to which it is reported that 
one of America’s agricultural tractor 
factories will be removed, is the south- 
ern gateway of Ireland,” says a bulle- 
tin from the Washington, D. C., head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 


society. 

“Cork lies at the head of the Cove 
of Cork, almost due west of London. 
Passenger boats from England and 
Scotland and foreign cargo boats of 


shallow draft dock at the Cork quays, 
but trans-Atlantic vessels can navi- 
cate the Cove only as far as Cobh, 
better known to Americans as Queens- 
town. The 12-mile journey to Cork 
is made by river boat or by train. 
Five Railroads Enter City. 

“The main portion of Cork occu- 
pies an island with the main chan- 
nel of the River Lee bordering it on 
the north, and the southern channel, 
an arm of the Lee, forming its south- 
ern boundary,” continues the bulle- 
tin. “The hillsides on the opposite 
sides of both of these streams are 
nearly as_ thickly populated as the 
island. 
Cork has many visitors but they 
are usually destined to points outside 
of the city. The Blarney castle with 
its famous stone is a drawing card 
for southern Ireland and the coun- 
try is dotted with old castles, forts, 
numerous caves and quaint villages. 
Beautiful panoramas are frequent 
The five railroads which enter the 
eity touch or connect with other rail- 
roads that traverse practically every 
city and town on the island. 

“One of the most interesting 
‘sights’ of Cork is the vehicle from 
which the ‘sights’ are seen. Automo- 
biles are available for touring but 
the traveler is likely to perch him- 
self on one of the typical Irish jaunt- 
ing cars. Facing outward, and with a 
jolt for every step of the jogging 
horse, the driver traverses St. Pat- 
rick’s street, the Fifth avenue of Cork, 
the Grand Parade and Great George's 
street, all wide thoroughfares. St. 
Patrick’s street and the Grand la- 
rade were quays when Cork was 
young and the island was mostly 
swamp land and waterways cut 
through what now is an important 
business district.

Shipped to Cork. 

“All is business on the lower end 
of the island where miles of quays 
are lined with cargo boats. Cases of 
butter, herds of cattle and pigs, and 
cargoes of flax, hemp and woolen 
goods await shipments to foreign ports 
while an American might see coal and 
iron from American mines, and wheat 
and flour from American fields aud 
mills hoisted out of the halds of 
American and British freighters for

“The other end of the island 
parkway called the Mardyke 
where ‘Corkers’ spend their leisure 


moments on shaded promenades in 
view of tree-clad banks of the Lee, 
dotted here and there with villas. The 
Marina, another one of the city's play- 
grounds, lies on the south side of the 
southern channel with a _ beautiful 
view of the river below Cork. Across 
the water are the hilly suburbs of 
Tivoli where Sir Walter Raleigh once 
lived and where trees planted by him 
still survive. 

Two Cathedrals Named for Founder. 


“The Protestant and Catholie ca- 
thedrals, both bearing the name of 
the Saint Finne Barre, who founded 
Cork in the seventh century, and the 
University college, also lie on the 
south side of Cork. The latter is a 
handsome building of gray limestone 
in Tudor style. A number of tropical 
plants adorn the University grounds. 
Although Cork lies in the same longi- 
tude as Laborador, its climate is tem- 
pered by the Gulf stream. 

“The north bank of the Lee is dom- 
inated by.the clock tower of St. Ann's, 
Shandon, which contains the eight 
bells made famous by Father Prout, 
the poet priest. The tower affords a 
splendid view of the city. At the foot 
of the tower the huge round roof of 
the butter market contrasts with the 
steep slate-roofed houses bordering the 
narrow lane-like streets leading to the 
river. The row after row of roofs on 
the island beyond are_ frequently 
pierced by the steeples of churches, 
but dominating all of them is the 
240-foot central tower of the Protes- 
tant cathedral, far in the background.”

Annual Inroads of Nimrods 


Grizzly Bear and Caribou 
Only Big Game in Dan- 
ger of Extinction; Deer 
Overrun Land. 


Wash‘ngton, December 9.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—American national for- 
ests again are becoming a paradise 


for wild animals, according to Robert 
¥. Stuart, chief forester of the agri- 
culture department. 

With the exception of the grizzly 
bear and the caribou, all big game ani- 
mals are increasing with such rapidity 
that the question of régulating their 
numbers has become a serious problem. 

Liberal open seasons on deer with 
about four hunters in the field for 
every animal killed has failed to re- 
duce the numbers, Stuart said. 

About 10 per cent of all deer are 
taken annually by hunters, but they 
have been increasing five per cent 
faster than the nimrods can _ kill 
them. 

Stuart estimated more than 700,000 
deer are roaming in the national 
forests, 

At one time the federal govern- 


| 


ment was worried over possible ex- 
tinction of the deer. Now it is wor- 
ried over how to hold the numbers 
down to the capacity of the national 
forests. 

It was suggested the bag limit be 
increased and government hunters be 
employed to reduce the numbers sys- 
tematically. Some _ states, however, 
objected to these methods, so Stuart 
is now studying the situation to find 
other means of keeping the herds 
within the feeding capacity of the 
forests.

Black and brown bear have in- 
creased 10 per cent yearly until their 
numbers are estimated at 52,000. 

Preservation of the grizzly bear, 
the mightiest monarch of American 
wild life, is one of the most serious 
problems facing the national forestry 
service. Outside of 2,500 in Alaska, 
only 880 are known to inhabit the 
national forests. 

“The buffalo was never so near ex- 
tinction as is the grizzly today.” 
Stuart said. 7 

Moose Holding Own. 

Montana -has the greatest known 
number of grizzlies in the United 
States with an estimated census of 
433. Idaho ‘has 142. California, 
where once the grizzlies were numer- 
ous, reports not a single animal in its 
forests. 

Only 35 caribou are listed in ree- 
ords of the forest service. Twenty 
of these are in Alaska, 10 in Idaho, 
three in Minnesota and two in Wash- 
ington state. 

Moose are holding their own against 
the annual invasion of hunters. More 
than 8,000 are in the national forests. 

Beavers, once facing complete ex- 
tinction, have been driven from the 
east and central states but are thriv- 
ing rapidly in the west, Stuart said. 
Nearly 200,000 beavers are listed in 
the animal census. Colorado has by 
far the greatest number—+44,000.

‘sible and rules without some power of 
-enforcement makes _ self-regulation 
often a mere expensive gesture. The 
fact that some power rests, as it does, 
‘in an impartial, disinterested govern- 
menta' body obviates the necessity of 
frequent use of such power.” 

: Prevents Unfairness. 

Trade practice conferences for “the 
regulation of business conduct with 
due regard for the public interest,” 
the report declared, have been held 
eluring the past year in the’ motion 
picture, golf ball, edible oil. cotton- 
seed oil, shirting fabrics, fur, sheet 
glass, flat glass, wood turning, mill 
‘work, wax paper, paint, typewriter re- 
building and periodical publishing in- 
dustries. Other such conferences are 
in preparation and educational work 
*by chambers of commerce and trade 
organizations toward further such vol- 
untary business regulation was com- 
mended in the report. The commis- 
sion itself, as a further assistance in 
‘preventing unfair trade practices in

restraint of competition, has adopted 
a system of treating preliminary in- 
vestigations of first offenders with 
strict secrecy, issuing decisions in the 
form of “stipulations” without naming 
the firm involved, instead of invoking 
court action. 

In the field of foreign trade, six 
new foreign trade associations have 
been registered with the commission, 
in addition to the 56 already in op- 
eration under the provisions of the 
Webb-Pomerene act. The total vol- 
ume of this export business has in- 
creased since 1924 from $140,000,000 
to $371,500,000. 

“It is difficult-to estimate the meas- 
ure of success achieved,” read the re- 
port, “but producers an manufactur- 
ers throughout th? country have re- 
ported that the exportation of their 
products would be impossible without 
their organization under the provi- 
sions of the act.” 


Blue Sky Stock Stopped. 


Of the 13 industrial investigations 
conducted by the commission during 
the year, eight are incomplete. In 
addition to the public utilities hearing. 
the commission’s investigation of 
chain store systems as a violation of 
the anti-trust laws will carry over 
into che coming year, as well the ques- 
tions of ceographical bases for prices 
and the maintenance of resale prices 
by retailers. 

Investigations completed during the 
vear included those into the General 
Electric company’s alleged ‘monopoly 
of electrical apparatus, the bread and 
flour industry, petroleum prices, and 
stock dividends. 

Inyuiries into “blue sky” or worth- 
less securities, ‘“open-price”’ associa- 
tions of business firms for exchange 
of price information, and inter-com- 
pany stockholdings such as those of 
the DuPont company in the United 
States Steel corporation and General 
Motors were reported to be “‘virtuallv 
completed.” 

Tests of the commission’s power fo 
compel the production of testimony in 
its investigations have been made dur- 
ing the year in several cases, includ- 
ing those of the Maynard Coal com- 
pany and the Millers’ National Fed- 
eration. Since the drafting of the re- 
port, court action has been invoked 
for the same reason in the case of the 
Electric Bond and Share company. 


The chief difficulty encountered by 
the commission was reported to have 
been the enforcement of the Clayton 
act’s provision against acquisition of 
stock in competing companies. se- 
fore the commission could file com- 
plaints against offending companies in 
such cases, the report stated, they 
have frequently acquired the physical 
properties as well as the stock of their 
competitiors, thus nullifying the com- 
plaint.

BRIAND CONFERS WITH 
ENVOYS OF POWERS 


“Big 3” Make Effort To 
Allay Ominous Rumors 
of Trouble. 


Lugano, December 9.—(/)—Lugano 
tonight began the job of proving that 
Locarno was right. The “big 3” states- 
men who wove the Locarno peace 
pacts promptly got to grips in an ef- 
fort to demonstrate to one another 
and to the world that, despite many 
ominous warnings from public opin- 
ion, the spirit of Locarno still 
animates Europe. 

Aristide Briand, French foreign 
minister, took the first step when he 
called on the convalescent German 
minister of foreign affairs, Gustav 
Stresemann, on whom physicians still 
keep watchful and anxious eyes. Later, 
M. Briand had a conversation with 
Sir Attsten Chamberlain, British sec- 
retary for foreign affairs. 

Statesmen Disturbed. 

On the eve of the 53d session of 
the council of the League of Nations 
statesmen admit they are disturbed 
and anxious over the European politi- 
cal situation. Personal contacts be- 
tween leaders which Prime Minister 
Stanley Baldwin, of England, recently 
advocated were expected to do much 
at Lugano to lessen the general ten- 
sion. 

The many governmental representa- 
tives gathered here made no effort to 
conceal their hope in this connection. 
Herr Stresemann has publicly express- 
ed his pessimism over the relations 
betweén his country and the allied 
powers.due to hesitancy in removing 
troops from German soil. It is ex- 
pected that he will express his con- 
victions and those of'the government 
he represents plainly and vigorously 


to his fellow.Locarno architects and-

In German circles many expressions 
of disapproval have been heard of the 
parliamentary utterances of Briand 
and Sir Austen's declaration that Ger- 
many had no legal right to expect 
evacuation. But in British quarters 
there is a tendency to emphasize the 
significance of Mr. Chamberlain’s later 
remarks to the effect that evacuation 
of the Rhineland was being studied in 
pursuance to the friendly statement 
made by David Lloyd George, Clem- 
enceau and Woodrow Wilson’ when 
those three statesmen gathered in 
Paris after the peace treaty had been 
signed. 

Anglo-French Relations. 

One other point stressed by the Ger- 
mans is that the relations between 
France and Great Britain as indicated 
by the recent Anglo-French naval com- 
promise is against Germany’s interests 
becauseaBritain, like Italy, is a quar- 
antor of the Rhine peace pact and 
hence must remain an impartial arbi- 
ter between Germany and France. 

Persistent difficulties in the domain 
of reduction and control of armaments 
is another matter clearly causing ap- 
prehension in international circles. 
Failure of last week’s' preliminary 
conference at Geneva for the control 
and manufacture of arms is largely 
ascribed to the disinclination of sev- 
eral continental powers to reveal to 
the world specific data concerning 
their armaments and this is arousing 
dissatisfaction among countries who 
are not manufacuring and are obliged 
to buy arms abroad thus disclosing all 
the secrets of their national defense,

“One mother told me that when one 
of her children had scarlet fever the 
other played with her, and, although 
she later sent the child away, it had 
not been necessary since the child 
never caught it. She believed that it 
was because it was not destined to 
eatch it. Won’t you please .write on 
the contagion of colds, whooping 
cough and measles, and please expose 
that ancient hokum of warding off 
all ills by wearing a camphor bag? 
In these days of enlightenment isn’t 
it amazing to find so many who still 
cling to ancient fallacies?

Keep right on with your program, 
Mrs. S., and don’t worry because your 
neighbors consider you a mild maniac. 
You are demonstrating that you are 
getting good results, and sooner or 
later you will find that you are adu- 
cating your neighbors as well. 

This predestination of disease is a 
remarkably persistent idea from an- 
cient days, when superstition was 
strong and science weak. It does per- 
sist because of the lack of training 


in scientifie subjects and in thus 
the basing of conclusions on insuf- 
ficient evidence and other false rea- 
soning. Your neighbor, for instance, 
noticed that her child played with 
another child ill with scarlet fever and 
didn’t get it, and she attributes it to 
predestination, not knowing that cer- 
tain children, at times, anyway, may 
be immune to certain dieases. For in- 
stance, some children are immune to 
diphtheria. (This can be determined 
by what is known as the Shick test.) 

There are certain diseases that do 
leave a more or less permanent re- 
sistance or immunity to that same 
disease. For instance, it is rare for 
one to have smallpox or typhoid fever 
twice. but it can happen. 

It’s a criminal fallacy to expose 
children to any contagious diease, 
with the idea that they are destined 
to have them anyway, and that the 
earlier the better. Children are not 
destined to have these diseases, and - 
if they do have them, the later the 
better, for the younger the child is 
the move severe the contagion is apt 
to be. 

The camphor bag delusion and other 
such methods of warding off diseases 
will eventually give way. But prob- 
ably not in this. generation, for it is 
only by the education in hygiene that 
the children are getting and wil] be 
getting in the public schools that will 
be generally effective.

The 
first eleven, with such outstanding 
stars as Pund, Georgia Tech captain 
and center; McEver, Tennessee’s bril- 
liant back; Van Sickel, Florida’s great 
end, and Brown, Vanderbilt’s power- 
ful guard, undoubtedly ranks with any 
other sectional eleven in the country. 

The all-Southern backfield of Crabh- 
tree, Florida; Mizell, Georgia Tech; 
Banker, Tulane, and McEver, Tennes- 
see, combines four of the south’s most 
versatile offensive players. Crabtree’s 
great passing and all around play al- 
most brought Florida from behind to 
defeat Tennessee.

It’s just a bit hard to realize here at home that the Golden 
Tornado of Georgia Tech needs just one more victory this season 
to lay almost undisputed claim to a national football title. Even 
now Tech is the only major team in the United States untied or 


undefeated. 


According to the estimable Professor Frank G. Dickinson of the 
University of Illinois, Southern California and California are rated ahead 
of Georgia Tech because the “‘schedules of the two western schools were 


harder than that of Georgia Tech.” 


The originator of the Dickinson system of rating football 
teams has every right to his ideas about such matter but by the 
same token we feel perfectly at liberty to suggest that Professor 
Dickinson is sadly mistaken in his general classification of southern 


football. In effect, he states that 


the California schools are rated 


higher than Tech because the brand of football played on the coast 
is better than that in the southeast. 


He is taking much for granted if nationally known writers and 


coaches know anything about the game. 


Just why the professor should 


state flatly that the opponents of Southern California, for instance, were 
better than those of Tech is not evident to anyone who looks over the 
list unless one acts upon the professor’s premise that western football is 
generally better than eastern and southern.

Experts Give Interesting 


Facts About 


Road Mileage 


O. B. Duncan, manager of the con- 
tractor’s department of Yancy Brotb- 
ers, well-known heavy machinery 
dealers, of 634 Whitehall street, says: 

“At this time there is a lot of 
talk aboug the state highway system 
and there is. some discussion with 
reference to a bond issue for high- 
ways in Georgia. Some people oppose 
a bond issue for’the reason that they 
state it would put the state in debt 
and increase faxes. A simple prob- 
lem in arithmetic proves this is not 
true, as the present gasoline and mo- 
tor vehicle tax will retire a* bond is- 
sue of sufficient size to pave the high- 
way system within a reasonable time 
and have sufficient funds for main- 
tenance, 

“However, if the above was not 
true, it would be almost impossible 
to vote enough bonds in Georgia or to 
increase taxes enough to equal the tax 
dirt roads are imposing on motorists 
in this great state with reference to 
the difference in cost of operating 
automobiles on dirt roads as compar- 
ed to gravel and paved roads. We 
beg to offer the following facts and 
figures: 

“We quote from the 1927 edition 
(Facts and Figures) of the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce, 
from the records compiled by T. R. 
Agg, professor of highway and en- 
gineering, lowa State college, and ex- 
periment station, who has made a 
very complete and exhaustive study 
of motor vehicle operating costs on 
various types of roads during the past 
10 years and, without doubt, is the 
best authority on this subject in the 
country. Professor Agg, in conjune- 
tion with the United States bureau of 
public roads and the Iowa highway 
commission, has eonducted a_ great 
many tests to determine the actual 
operating costs of motor vehicles on 
the above surfaces, and an accurate 
record of all results have been made. 
These tests were made during every 
season of the year over a period of 
vears. They were made on state- 
maintained highways under all con- 
ditions and the results represent an 
average operating cost over an aver- 
age type of road under average con- 
ditions. From these records most of 
the following information was_ ob- 
tained: 

“The average ton-mile for operating 
eost of motor vehicles is seven cents, 
depreciation $0.0234, gasoline $0.0119, 
repairs $0.0092, interest $0.0092, tires 
$0.0073, insurance $0.0023, oil -$0.- 
0023, license $0.0044; total, $0.0700. 

“The three items of motor car op- 


erating expense showing the greatest 
variation on different types of roads 
are depreciation, gasoline and tires. 
From a money saving standpoint, it 
is against this variation in operating 
costs that the outlay for constructing 
permanent roads must be balanced if 
the expenditure is to be justified. 
Disregard the remaining five items 
and consider that the operating cost 
comprises only depreciation, gasoline 
and tires. 

“Tire cost per ton-mile runs about 
as follows: Pavement $0.044, gravel 
$0.0007, dirt $0.010. This does not 
mean that a tire will run over twice 
as far on pavement as it will on dirt, 
but that the initial cost of the tire 
plus all repairs when run on pave- 
ment is less than half of the tire plus 
repair costs for a like number of 
miles on dirt. 

“In other words it costs about two 
cents per ton-mile more to operate a 
motor car over dirt roads under aver- 
age conditions than over pavement, or 
about one cent more to operate over 
dirt than over gravel. 

“Now instead of figuring the sav- 
ing per individual motorist, suppose 
that Georgia has 300,000 motor cars 
averaging 3,000 pounds in weight and 
traveling on an average of 8,000 miles 
per year. The highway system of 
this state would carry 3,600,000,000 
ton miles of traffic during the year. 
If this traffic was over dirt roads én- 
tirely it would cost the motorists of 
this state $73,080,000 more than if 
traffic was over pavement, the yearly 
tribute to dirt roads. 

“However, the above is only a 
part of the taxes imposed on auto- 
mobile drivers and owners by dirt 
roads, for in addition to the above 
there is an annual bill of millions of 
dollars for cleaning and greasing au- 
tomobiles, and the time saved alone 
in the additional speed gained on 
pavements over dirt roads figured on 
a very eonservative basis would 
amount to approximately $50,000,000 
per year. This is figuring 300,000 
cars operating in Georgia, 8,000 miles 
per year, an average speed of 25 miles 
per hour. Figuring that motorists 
could make abqut 20 per cent better 
time on pavement than they can on 
dirt roads this $50,000,000 in time 
plus the $73,000,000 above mentioned 
makes a combined total of $123,000.- 
000 per year which is more than 
enough to pave with first-class pave- 
ment the entire state highway system 
of Georgia. lLet’s invest our money 
in permanent pavements for the pres- 
ent and future generations to enjoy.”

New York, December 9,—(#)—Man- 
agers of the New York coffee and 
sugar exchange have been petitioned 
by about a third of the membership 
to cancel 12 seats now held in the 
treasury at $25,000 each.

Petitioners declared that with these 
seats removed from the market, cur- 
rent prices of memberships, which 
moved last week to a new record at 
$21,250 would find a higher level, espe- 
cially since the exchange is considering 
a plan to list and trade in a separate 
department securities of coffee, <« gar 
and allied companies.

Readers of this weekly review are 
requested to inform the writer wheth- 
er or not the business men of their 
respective communities are noticeably 
interested in or impressed by the ex- 
citement in the New York stock mar- 
ket that is attracting so much atten- 
tion here. 


This request is made because the 
mental attitude of the public toward 
the unprecedented boom will  deter- 
mine whether its ultimate collapse 
will have a salutary or injurious ef- 
fect upon commerce and industry. 

In a recent circular, the National 
City bank of New York,, said that 
& moderate reaction in the stock mar- 
ket “would be the best thing that 
could happen for business,” and there 


-is no doubt that the stories of wealth 


recently acquired in Wall street are 
commencing to create discontent in 
the rural districts of the country. 


As typical of the feeling in some 
quarters I quote as follows from a 
letter written by a correspondent in 
Nebraska: 

“When a farm of 240 acres, valued 
at $23,000, on which there is a loan 
of $7,500, will bring only about $100 
per annum cash rent, there is some- 
thing wrong and it is hard to be- 
lieve in the genuineness of the wonder- 
ful prosperity that the country is 
said to be enjoying. The situation is 
very largely the outgrowth of the 
drastic liquidation forced upon this 
part of the country in 1920, and it is 
not to be expected that the people here 
should approve of the unrestricted 
gambling on the stock exchange which 
is drawing money from the agricul- 
tural regions to their detriment. The 
local papers are full of it, and the 
more I read of it, the more convinced 
am I that this section has certainly 
been made the goat.” 


These and many other similar state- 

ments, published or unpublished, 
would seem to indicate that the wild 
speculation in stocks is commencing 
to excite both apprehension and criti- 
cism, and as the effect of sentiment 
upon speculation is irresistible, it is 
important to know in how far this 
feeling of dissatisfaction pervades the 
country. 
_ Perhaps it may have been a factor 
in bringing about the decline in the 
stock market that took place last 
Thursday, and from which there has 
been only a feeble recovery. 

The ostensible cause of this decline 
Was an advance which carried call 
money to 12 per cent, and a report 
issued by the stock exchange which 
shows that as of November 30 its 
members were borrowing about $6,- 
400,000,000 to finance securities that 
have been bought on margin. Inas- 
much as this total does not include 
the loans made to thousands of secur- 
ity dealers in New York or elsewhere, 
who are not members of the stock ex- 
change, it seems well within reason 
to assume that the aggregate of such 
loans is well in excess of $10,000,000,- 
000 or more. 

This assumption is particularly cor- 
roborated by the weekly report of the 
New York Federal QJeserve bank, 
which shows a further’ increase of 
$105,000,000 in brokers’ loans. 

It is superfluous to point out that 
this distention must be checked sooner 
or later, and the high rate recently 
paid for call money is a red light 
that ought to check the traffic which 
is now commencing to clog every ave- 
nue of finance. But until last Thurs- 
day the warnings given were. un- 
heeded. 

Seats on the New York stock ex- 
change have sold for $595,000 and it 
was concurrently predicted that they 
will be worth a million dollars in the 
not distant future. An investment 
trust organized last week by a bank- 
ing firm that has been conspicuously 
successful, will have a cash capital of 
$100,000,000 that was eagerly sub- 
scribed for, and there are many who 
seem to believe that the supply of

High Lights in the Cotton Market 


By Theo. H. Price, Editor, Commerce and Finance, New York 


December 9, 1928. 

Although the government's crop re- 
porters have become so surprisingly 
accurate that the estimate of the cot- 
ton yield published on Saturday dif- 
fered by less than 100,000 bales from 
the first estimate of the season issued 
on August 1, there is a yestigial tradi- 
tion in the cotton trade that wide fluc- 
tuations must attend the bureau re- 
port, and this tradition was observed 
by a decline of about 60 points when 
the figures were made public. The 
estimate of 14,373,000 bales was sup- 
ported by: unexpectedly large ginnings 
to December 1, which totaled 12,561,- 
618, and it must be assumed that a 
crop figure at least 200,000 bales low- 
er than the estimate had been general- 


ly expected. 
But an addition of 200,000 bales to 


the crop represents only four days’ 
supply for the world’s spindles, and 
while the attribution of omniscience to 
the government makes this figure the 
center of market attention it is in 
reality without practical significance. 
It will be canceled by only a trifling 
expansion in consumption, and if it is 
not consumed it can be carried into the 
next season at only a trifling cost. 

Therefore those who look for market 
guidance will do well to consult an 
almanac which shows the tides instead 
of watching the waves, and there are 
many indications that of the basic 
forces which move the cotton market 
the most powerful in the near future 
is likely to be the rising tide of con- 
sumpton. 

Exports are more than 500,000 bales 
ahead of last year, and so far this 
season they have been at the rate of 
11,000,000 bales. Of course, they can- 
not reach that figure, because no such 
supply is available, but the large move- 
ment reflects the renewed optimism 
with which foreign as well as domestic 
spinners are looking ahead. 

The goods statistics for this coun- 
try for November that will soon be 
available will probably show that sales 
once more exceeded production by a 
good margin, and reveal unfilled orders 
that will justify a huge consumption 
of cotton for some time to come. The 
internal problems of the textile indus- 


a solution by various reorganizations 
and consolidations, and the remedial 
process is still making progress. 

The basis at which cotton can be 
bought in the south is cheap and the 
spinner has an opportunity to obtain 
the supplies he needs at nearer the 
equivalent of futures than has been 
the case in many years. Thus there is 
every inducement for him to carry an 
abundant reserve supply. 

This evidence supports a conclusion 
that a consumption of at least 15,000.,- 
000 bales, and probably more, is to be 
expected, and until that assumption 


is controverted by later evidence spin- 
ners will probably make no mistake in 
buying cotton whenever it can be ob- 
tained at the equivalent of less than 
~U cents in the N@w York market. 


In the cotton as well as the other 
commodity markets the mind frequent- 
ly fastens upon a “normal” figure of 
the world’s needs and disbelieves any 
estimate exceeding that normal until it 
is proven. Kut the chances are that 
the “normal” that is presently believed 
in is really abnormal, and that to de- 
termine the true trend of consumption 
the statistican must go back to pre- 
war experience when the average an- 
nual gain over many years was about 
31-2 per cent. 

Applying this percentage of increase 
to the years from 1913-14 to date we 
find that if it had been continued the 
world consumption of cotton in 1927-8 
would have been 35,800,000 bales in- 
stead of the 25,500,000 that it actually 
was, and that by 1930-31 almost 40,- 
000,000 bales would be required. 


_ It will be argued that this rate of 
increase cannot now hold because oth- 
er fibers have displaced cotton, but 
that is true only in certain fields and 
the American staple has found a multi- 
tude of new uses which were unknown 
prior to the war. 

As the world is rapidly getting back 
to an economic normal it may be mak- 
ing more rapid strides toward a truly 
normal cotton consumption than most 
of us realize, and if that is the case a 
vastly enlarged Aerican production 
will soon be called for through the 
medium of a higher price.

In its monthly discussion of the gen- 
eral situation made publie this week, 
the National City Bani, has this to say 
of the stock market and the steady in- 
crease in the amount of call money be- 
ing used to finance the stock market;

est in the event of trouble might be 
to regain possession of their funds, it 
must be admitted that the situation 
has unpleasant possibilities.” 

Today the stock market is being 
financed with $5,614,000,000 of call 
money alone, 88 per cent of the total. 
This total of loans made on call 
money alone is $2,080.000.000 more 
than the total of $3,.535,000.000 time 
and call loans together in February 
of 1926 that frightened the stock mar- 
ket into a decline of 30 points in the 
average price. Moreover, in Feb- 
ruary of 1926 the total of $3,535,- 

0,000 for brokers’ loans was made 
up of $2,494,000,000 in call loans 
and $1,040,000.000 in time loans. In 
February of 1926 call loans made up 
only 70 per cent of the total of $3,- 
535,000,000, then $2,856,000,000 be- 
low the total just reported as of No- 
vember 30, this year. 

High Averages Compared. 

The National City points out that 
the existing brokers’ loan situation 
“has unpleasant possibilities,” be- 
cause no one knows better than a 
banker what happens when wide- 
spread calling of loans begins in a 
stock market of inflated prices and 
widespread public participation. 

Every Wall street banker knows 
that the high average price of 229.53 
just established for 50 representative 
stocks compares with this year’s low 
of 173.13; with 82.26, the low for 
1924, when the so-called Coolidge 
bull stock movement really began. 
Every Wall street banker konws that 
the high record of $6,391,000,000 just 
established for brokers’ loans means 
that there is widespread public par- 
ticipation in the stoek market; that 
the steady increase in brokers’ loans 
means that stocks have been passing 
steadily from comparatively strong 
hands to hands less strong; that in- 
dividuals and corporations in_ this 
country and abroad are largely re- 


sponsible for the steady advance in 
call loans; that widespread calling 
for loans under existing conditions 
is likely to bring about a widespread 
selling of stocks which in turn is 
likely to bring about a collapse, in 
stock prices, which, if carried - too 
far, will hurt general business, 


Discussing general trade in connec 
tion with the extent of call money 
being loaned to the stock market by 
individuals and corporations, the Na- 
tional City bank says: “Undoubtedly 
a severe break in securities would 
throw a chill over the situation, but 
business appears too sound funda- 
mentally to be mgre than temporarily 
thrown off balance by any such de- 
velopment. With the present firm- 
ness of money largely associated with 
the activity of the stock market, any 
abatement of activity in that quar- 
ter would probably be followed rather 
quickly by an easing of money con- 
ditions which would be a strong in- 
fluence in the support of business. 
Indeed there is ample justification for 
the opinion that a reaction in the 
stock market, providing it were not 
too severe, would be the best thing 
that could happen for business, in- 
asmuch as it would lessen the de- 
mand for funds in that quarter, 
which is keeping money rates up and 
which sooner or later, it is to be 
feared, may affect business  un- 
favorably.”

LEAGUE 10 CONSIDER 
U5. ON COURT RULES

Lugano,’ December 9.—(#)—With 
Charles Evans Hughes now a member 
of the bench of the permanent court 
of international justice there is spe- 
cial interest manifested in American 
circles in the revision of the statutes 
of the court. This question is on the 
agenda of the league council session 
opening tomorrow. 

Interest is keen also because news- 
~ ner reports from Washington have 
said that President Coolidge contemp- 
lated reopening negotiations for Amer- 
ican adhesion to the court. Former 
Attorney-General George W. Wicker- 
sham, who has taken a leading part in 
the league’s work of codification of in- 
ternational law, was mentioned tonight 
as one of the international experts 
who might be designated to study re- 
modeling of the court statutes. He is 
regarded as the most likely American 
to be chosen. 

Ordered By Assembly. 

The examination for revision is by 
order of the league assembly, which 
decided that as the court now has been 
in operation for eight years, with an 
ever-increasing number of matters re- 
ferred to it, and that as a second gen- 
eral election of the judges. will take 
place in 1980 (Mr. Hughes was elect- 
ed to fill out the unexpired term of 
John Bassett Moore), it seemed desir- 
able to go over the statutes to deter- 
mine whether they should be amended. 

The resolution adopted does not crit- 
icize the court. On the contrary, the 
court was described as “unique” in 
that it is the first judicial body ever 
eonstituted for the settlement of in- 
t rnational disputes with judges ap- 
pointed in advance and with the ma- 
chinery and procedure of a regular tri- 
bunal. It was referred to as “an in- 
stitution which the present generation, 
and the peoples who hare suffered 
from the war and its effects, regard as 
the highest expression of their faith 
in the reign of justice on earth.” 

It is understood that no sweeping 
changes will be made. The statutes 
have worked too well, to make any 
profound change either desirable or 
wise, and have been interwoven into 
many treaties. 

No Bar to U. 8S. 

Furthermore, it is desired that 
nothing be done which would make it 
more difficult for the Uniaed States 
to join the court. A conference of the 
court signatories was held in 1926 at 
Geneva to determine whether Ameri- 
can conditions for membership could 
be accepted, but it was found impossi- 
ble to accept the fifth United States 
reservation which has to do with ad- 
visory opinions. 

The United States did not object 
to the idea of the court granting ad- 
visory opinions, but Mid down that

In that year she said there 
were 119,681 deaths or 65 per 1,000 
births, compared to 136,118 deaths or 
71 per 1,000 births in 1926. Utah had 
the lowest death rate, 46 per 1,000 
births. Oregon was second with 48, 
and Idaho and Washington had 50 


» @ach. 


Utah and Oregon also showed the 
greatest percentage of decrease in ma- 
ternity deaths since 1922 when the 
federal aid in maternity and infancy 
health work commenced. 

During 1927, the report continued, 
the maternity death rate decreased in 
16 states but increased in 12, the 
lowest rate for the year being 44 
deaths per 10,000 births in Minne- 
sota, and the highest 110 per 10,000 
births in Florida. 

* The federal aid to the states in this 
work under the 1921 Shepherd-Town- 
er act the report declared, will end 
June 30, 1929, unless continued in 
some form by congressional action. 
2 “In some states,” Miss Abbott said, 

the work will go forward though 
less rapidly should the federal gov- 
ernment adhere to the policy of com- 
plete withdrawal; but in a_ larger 
number the health of mothers and 
babies is certain to suffer if such a 
policy is followed.” 

In the past year 45 states and the 
territory of Hawaii have cooperated

Washington, December 9.—( United 
“News.)— While the United States has 
been a dry nation for eight years, 
taxes on distilled spirits, including 
‘wines and cordials, amounted to $15,- 
307,000 during the past fiscal year, 
Commissioner. of Internal Revenue 
Blair said today in his annual report. 

Taxes on fermented liquors totaled 
only $300. 

Both figures were greatly under the 
1927 totale: 

Internal revenue collections decreas- 
ed $75,147,000, or 2.6 per cent during 
1928, Commissioner Blair said. 

Collections for the year totaled $2,- 
790,535,537 as compared to $2,865,- 
& * 129 in 1927. 

Income tax payments decreased two 
per cent during the year with $2,174,- 
573,000 collected as compared with 
$2,219,952,000 in 1927. 

Miscellaneous collections amounted 
to $615,962,000, or 4.6 per cent less 
than the $645,730,000 collected the 
previous year. 

Repeal of the tax on automobiles 
was held the chief cause for this de- 
cli@e.

United States treasury during 1928,

Conditions are such that the bal- 
ance of cases on hand,. including the 
1927 returns, can be handled within 
the next 12-month period, and a cur- 
rent tax audit can be maintained, he 
explained. 

More than 86,000 claims cases were 
handled by the bureau during the year 
and $95,280,000 returned as. over-as- 
sessments.
